GOOBERS FOR HOGS. 


Mr. J. R. Sm ith of Reliance has 
got onto some of 
the progressive 
ideas of the Georgia farmers, in 
regard to raising hogs on 
crops 
that will produce good and 
cheap 
meat. 
H e has 
two and a 
half 
acres of the winter goober, so pop­ 
ular in 
Georgia, 
which 
seems 
specially 
designed 
for 
fattening 
hogs. 
It is a 
running plant, of 


J extensive 
foliage, 
the 
vine 
he 
brought to the Eagle office 
for a 
sam ple, measuring three feet in 
diam eter or nine feet in circumfer 
ference as it lies spread out on the 
ground. 
Each runner throughout 
its entire length 
sends its 
roots 
into the ground and bears goobers, 
m aking a large quantity of the 
very finest kind of hog feed. 
This 
variety of goobers is 
peculiar in 
the fact that the fruit w ill lie in 


j the ground all winter if not 
dig- 
turbed, and will not sprout. 
Mr. 
Smith w ill turn about twenty head 
of hogs into this patch in N ovem ­ 
ber to feed and 
fatten 
on 
these 
goobers, and w ill finish them off 
on corn before killing. 
This is the 
true idea in modern hog raising, to 
; use corn only as a finisher. 
Corn 
is too expensive as the entire feed 
for hog*, and is not suitable. 
Mr. Sm ith has his hogs feeding 
now on peas and sorghum. 
The 
goobers will come on after the sor­ 
ghum and peas are gone, and get 
the hogs in fine shape for finishing 
with corn before killing. 
T his winter goober is a valuable 
thing, and any farmer who wants 
some of them may be able to get 
seed for a start 
of them 
in 
the 
Reliance com m unity, where several 
farmers have them, or seed can 
doubtless be bought of seedsm en. 
Mr. Sm ith also has a patch 
of 
red goobers, and one of the 
little 
Spanish peanuts, to be grown 
for 
horse and cow feed.
